democratic society. Behind these dangers is the 
pacifists’ fear of foreé as an instrument of gov- 
ernment. 

Others oppose national defense because it is con- 
servative. It will be used at home and abroad, 
they think, to defend what is rather than what 
should be. It ossifies a nation. It makes progress 
difficult. Others in this group have less generous 
ent motives. There are those who desire a weak de- 
AM rinse in order to facilitate the enemies, foreign 
and domestic, of the American people.

ence to the entire problem. ‘These are the 

mb } en war comes that disgraces America with 

{its and‘intolerance. These in peace give 

no help té,defeusive measureg, not because they 

 etipese, put ‘because they do*not care.

The last group need not be mentioried further. 
It is subject to stimulation, not to argiiment. It 
will go the way the wind blows anyhow. 


The second group is opposed to national defense 
Hin ‘policy; not in principle. It is ‘hot. pacifist 
group ‘im ‘type. It is a group that. wants some- 
thing other than what is defended by or military 
forces, It: includes a diverse membership, from 
aliens plotting for a foreign power, or revolution- 
ary communists, to klansmen undermining the 
| American Legion or the National Guard. It in- 
cludes earnest men who fear that- our defensive 
instruments will be seized by forees dangerous to 
American principles, and it includes: traitors to 
this country. in spirit and in deed. Members of 
this group, too, are subject to argument only on 
the special igsue that-determines their opposition 
to defense. ‘Defense asa’ general principle need 
not be urged upon them: They greets are in 
favor of it. 

The first group, the /pacifists, has long been a 
peculiarly American phenomenon, rather dangerous 
in peace and usvally harmless in war.° They are 
persuaded that the use of force is the @ésence of 
illiberalism and evil. ‘They believe that instrd- 
ments of force, if present, lead to theif tse. 


This force phobia in ern liberals is irrele- 
vant. For forge, though’ dangerous, to be sure, 
in the. handling, has no real bearing on liberal 
| ptincapies. 

If liberalism means anything, it.-means an order 
in which all men’s lives have a,maximum of free, 
expression, and if force is necessary to create or 
to maintain that order against its enemies, force | 
obviously .must be used. On this principle of 
force allied to liberalism ce oateereny teh America 
was created. And only on.this”principle can 
America be maintained.

| 60 YEARS AGO TODAY 


SEPTEMBER 21, 1864. 

WASHINGTON.—Secretary of War 
Stanton announced that on the 19th 
Gen. Sheridan attacked the rebel 
forces under Gens. Breckinridge and 
Barly at Bunker Hill, in the Shenan- 
Gosh valley, fought a hard battle last- 
tye all day and ‘won a brilliant vic- 
tory. The enemy were driven twelve 
miles and 2,500 prisoners were taken.
